Texas, who may refer it in turn 
to the United States Attorney for 
the District of Columbia for pos- 
sible grand jury action. 

If the grand jury should find 
that Fields showed contempt, he 
would be charged and subject to 
trial. Conviction would entail a 
possible fine of $1000 or a year in 
jail, or both. 

The portly contract broker, who 
disregarded three requests for the 
documents yesterday, had _ told 
committee members earlier today 
that he had supplied all the data 
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where neighbors already are on 


he could find. He added that he 
Was preparing a detailed record of 
his surplus property transactions 
as requested by Representative 
Rizley (Rep,), Oklahoma. 
Telephone Conversation. 
Fields also told the committee 
he could not remember any details 
of a telephone conversation he

— 4.61 Inches Fall in 
24 Hours — Traffic 
Snarled, Electric Serv- 
ice Disrupted. 


Torrential, rain throughout the 
St. Louls area last night and 
early today—the heaviest rainfall 
in a 24-hour period in more than 
two years—flooded basements, 
stalled automobiles, sniried ‘traf- 
fic, disrupted telephone and elec- 
tric service and caused property 
damage amounting to many 
thousands of dollars. 

The Weather Bureau reported 
4.61 inches of rain fell in the 24 
hours to 7 o'clock this morning, 


with 4.58 inches of the total re- 
corded between 8 p.m. and 7 a.m, 
Heaviest downpour came between 
1 and & o'clock this morning, ac- 
companied by sharp lightning. 

Total rainfall for the month now 
stands at 11.46 inches, making it 
the wettest August in the 109 years 
St. Louis rainfall records have 
been kept. The previous record, 
11.43 inches, was established in 
1915, when 7.02 inches of rain fell 
in a 24-hour period. 

At Scott Field, 6.64 Inches of 
rain fell between 7 o'clock last 
night and 9:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing. 

Scores Marooned. 

Water stood several feet deep in 
many sections of the city, county 
and the East Side when sewers 
failed to carry off the heavy flow. 
Boats were used to remove scores 
of persons marooned in their 
homes, 

About 50 persons stranded in 
houses in the 3100 block of Kim- 
berly avenue between Greer and 
Ashland avenues, where water en- 
tered the first floors, were taken 
out by police in a skiff, Five per- 
sons in one family were removed 
by boat in the 2500 block of West 
Point drive in Maplewood and an- 
other family of five was carried 
out by rescuers wearing hipboots 
in the 8700 block of Agnes avenue 
in Brentwood, 

In Belleville, where 6% inches 
of rainfall were recorded unoffi- 
clally, rowboats were used to 
take residents of low areas to 
higher ground after Richland 
Creek, which winds through the 
city, overflowed.

CLARKSTOWN, N. Y., Aug. 15 
(UP)—Autumn van den Heuvel, a 
truck farmer whose life up to last 
Friday had been ans simple and 
quiet as a row of cabbages, said 
today he wished he “was dead,” 

“Dead and buried,” he said, 

He said he would like the word 
to be passed around as far away 
as Florida that he has nothing to 
give way. 

Last Thursday a story circulated 
that Van den Heuvel had acres 
of golden bantam corn and fields 
of elderberries and huckleberries 
that could be had for the picking. 
He said he had no idea how the 
story got started, Friday morning 
he began to have visitors, asking 
where the corn was, he said, 

“We turned on the radio and 
heard a gent urging folks to come 
out to our place for free food,” he 
said, “We called the local paper 
and told them we didn't have any- 
thing to give away. ° 

“Friday was bad but Saturday 
was just brass-bound hell, Two 
thousand autoists drove up our 
lane, turned in our yard and drove 
away again, hauling the dangdest 
bunch of ornery, angry people I 
Lever saw, 


“Cars came from New York, 
from Bayonne, from Jersey City, 
even Philadelphia, 

“We sont the. kids upstairs for 
fear someone would run off with 
them, Those folks were every- 
where like grasshoppers, My wife 
went into the kitchen and found 
them fooling around there, _ I 
turned my back for a couple of 
minutes and found a carload of 
gypsies from Florida swarming 
up into my rome beauty apple 
tree. I should of shot them. 


“Sunday was only a mite easier. 
I got up before sunup and atrung 
a heavy log chain across the en- 
trance to my lane. 


“It turned the folks away into 
my neighbors’ farms, They had 
to get out their shotguns and shoo 
them away, I thought we were 
getting out from the worst of it 
when 300 soldiers from Weat 
Point drove up. They just came 
down to get some free trimmings 
for their mess. I wish 1 was

The Navy's fiscal director, W. 
J, McNeil, told the reporter, how- 
ever, the GAO survey of these 
duplicate payments had been 
made after the Navy itself had 
reported to the Comptroller Gen- 
eral, discovery by its disbursing 
officers of duplicate payments in 
certain contracts, 

That the Navy was not alone in 
free and easy—and unnecessary-— 
expenditure of the people’s money 
is shown in another report on a 
costly Army housing and recrea- 
tion facility near Choteau, Okla., 
which GAO reported was used by 
only a negligible percentage of 
the war workers for whom it was 
intended, 

Such incidents added to others 
that have been and will be des- 
cribed in the Post-Dispatch series 
on war waste illustrate what 
Comptroller General Lindsay C, 
Warren meant recently when he 
told the Mead Committee of the 
Senate that “untold billions” had 
been wasted in war contracts. 

The GAO check on duplicate 
ayments by they “wes lim 
ted to accounts being handled at 
the time the survey was made 
and by no means covers the en- 
tire war period, The amount of 
duplicate payments discovered 
was $1,033,433 and the GAO men 
reported their study showed need 
for immediate corrective action 
by the Navy to eliminate “inade- 
quate procedures in processing in- 
voices for payment to various con- 
tractors.” 

New Accounting System, 

More than two months after 
this situation was called to the 
Navy's attention it replied that 
the problem had been receiving 
constant study, as a result of 
which there was then being in- 
stalled in March 1945 a system of 
centralizing accounting and dis- 
bursing practices by which it ex- 
pected to eliminate duplicate pay- 


ments. 

The following October GAO 
again had occasion to criticize 
Navy procurement methods—this 
time for “prodigal use of person- 
nel and material.” This GAO pre. 
port dealt with 20,000 purchase 
orders for items of small or no 
value. . 

As a horrible example, the re- 
port cited orders for items which 
cost nothing at all, 2 cents, 4 
cents and 11 cents,. 

“Each purchase’ instrument,” 
the report adds, “involves the 
preparation of several prescribed 
forms comprising seven sheets of 
printed matter. As many as 23 
copies of the order are distributed 
or a total of 161 sheets to obtain 
an article having no value” or 
priced at only a few cents. 

In the above five cases a total 
of 800 sheets of paper was re- 
quired to cover purchases involv- 
ing the total amount of 26 cents.”

States Secretary of State James 
F, Byrnes, in an address patently 
aimed at Soviet Russia, told the 
peace conference today that eco- 
nomic treaties concluded in con- 
tradiction of the Potsdam agree- 
ment would lead to.“enslavement 
and exploitation.” 

At the same time Byrnes took 
exception to Russian allegations— 
made during the debate on Italy's 
atatement to the conference—that 
certain nations had enriched them- 
selves during the war. 

“Now what great power enriched 
itself during the war?” Byrnes 
asked, “I certainly know of none. 
I hope he (the Soviet spokesman) 


States,” 

Byrnes declared that the war 
cost the United States 400 billion 
dollars “loaned by the American 
public,” but was “seeking no 
recompense.” 

"Before America was attacked 
Franklin D. Roosevelt announced 
that the United States would be 
the symbol of democracy,” he 
added. “America has asked for no 
recompense other than the free- 
doms she sought for all mankind, 
America seeks no territories or 
recompense.” 

Byrnes added at the United 
States was willing to help in the 
economic rebirth of any nation, 

Wants a Stable Peace, 


Byrnes said: 

“The United States has sought 
no territorial or other advantages 
from the war, But it does attach 
the greatest importance to the es- 
tablishment of conditions of a 
stable peace and of prosperity 
throughout the world. It cannot 
remain indifferent to arrange- 
ments, under the treaties or out- 
side them, which tend to restrict 
and divert trade or distort inter- 
national economic relations to the 


the United Nations and of world 
peace and prosperity.” 

Byrnes said “the principle of 
equality of economic opportunity 
for all countries” was “an accepted 
principle,” and added: 

“Yet, we have heard this prin- 
ciple denounced as a method of 
enslavement and exploitation of 
the weak by the strong.” 

There was a clear reference to 
Russia when Byrnes said that 
the draft treaties “permit every 
country to exploit its own re- 
sources ‘and to allow the free 
flow of goods between countries,” 

There was ringing applause 
when he said, “An equal open 
door policy will 
ploitation but hinder it.”

AMORBACH, Germany, Aug. 15 
(UP) — German police revealed 
yesterday they are searching for 
“several hundred thousand dol- 
lars’” worth of art treasures 
which American troops allegedly 
looted from 200-year-old Leiningen 
Castle in this Bavarian mountain 
village. 

“The first American’ troops 
moved tInto Amorbach on March 
30, 1945, and within 24 hours had 
cracked the treasure room doors 
of the castle and rifled many of 
the treasure chests,” the officials 
charged, 

They sald more than 30 paint- 
ings, uncounted books and precious 
manuscripta—some dating back to 
the tenth century—and gold and 
silver plates were carried off by 
American troops.

3 AMERICANS HELD 
INCOUNTERTEITING 
ROUNDUP IN REICH 


Employes of U. S. War 
Department, Ex- 
Soldiers, Arrested in 
Frankfurt. 


FRANKFURT, Aug. 15 (UP)— 
American and German police re- 


ported jointly today the smashing 
of an International counterfeiting 
ring in which three United States 
War Department employes were 
arrested in Frankfurt. 

The three Americans arrested 
in the case. were former soldiers. 
They were among 13 who com- 
plained recently that they had 
been held too long without any 
charges being made against them. 

Officials said that the ring, 
while spreading bills in Paris, Mos- 
cow, Frankfurt and Berlin, also 
dealt in black marketing and nar- 
cotics as aidelines, 

Authorities said the ring had 
headquarters in occupied Germany 
and its tenacles reached several 
European capitals, One official 
anid that {if all the leads in the 
case were followed, it would take 
every criminal investigator in the 
Kuropean theater. 

Twenty-two Germans, one of 
whom was wanted by the French 
as a suspected war criminal, were 
arrested. They were accused of 
trafficking in counterfeit $50 bills 
and English pound notes. 

The biggest cache of bills was 
found cemented into a wall of a 
Frankfurt apartment belonging to 
one of the Germans, Officers said 
one of the Americans was suspect- 
ed of forging money orders and 
currency control books, 

Police said they forestalled an 
effort to start dealing in mor- 
phine, seizing the Americans be- 
fore the first deal was carried out. 

The inquiry has been going on 
three months and atill is not com- 
plete, Authorities said the main 
investigation had shifted to Paris. 
Police sought an unusually expert 
engraver who did a job so elab- 
orate that it muat have taken him 
months to complete plans for 
printing the notes. 

The jailed Americans had not 
been charged, since one case Was 
incomplete, officials said.

LONDON, Aug. 15 (AP)—Aw 
thoritative sources in the British 
Government said today that the 
United Stateg has refused to par- 
ticipate in Whe plan for dividing 
Palestine as recommended by a 
British-American cabinet commit- 
tee of experts, leaving Britain te 


cope with the problem by itself. 

President Truman made the 
United States decision known in 
a letter saying he could neither 
accept nor reject the plan at this 
time without “the support of the 
American people,” these sources 
said, 

Truman, an informant said, ad- 
vised Britain that as the manda- 
tory power for Palestine it should 
go ahead with any action it deems 
wise under the circumstances. 

The Government decided not ta 
make public the text or details 
of Truman's letter, 

However, British officials, who 
had made it plain that the plan 
for dividing Palestine into four 
zones in a federal state depended 
on support of the United States, 
say they now feel they have to 
seek a new solution. 

Statement by Rosa. 

(In Washington, Presidential 
Press Secretary Charlies G. Ross 
said Truman had sent to the Brit- 
ish Government some suggestions 
he thought might be helpful in the 
Palestine situation, The sugges 
tions will not be made public in 
Washington, Ross said. He hit at 
what he termed “the printing of 
uninformed’ statements, gossip, 
and what have you” with regard 
to the Palestine situation and the 
President's part in it. 

(“There has been a lot of apec- 
ulation and some irresponsible 
statements,” Ross told reporters, 
“Those things certainly don't con- 
tribute to the solution of an ex- 
plosive situation involving many 
lives,” 

(Ross said that Truman sent to 
the British, through regular State 
Department channels, “certain 
suggestions to be thrown Into the 
discussion of the Palestine prob- 
lem, suggestions he thought might 
be helpful. He did not propose 
anything in the way of a formal 
plan.”’) 

Immigration Delay Probable. 

The President's reported dect- 
sion apparently meant that the 
admission of 100,000 Jews to Pales- 
tine would be postponed beyond 
the end of the year. The recom- 
mendation that 100,000 Jews be ad- 
mitted was made by a Britishe - 
American committee of inquiry 
which spent months in investigat- 
ing the situation both in Europe 
and Palestine. 

The British-American cabinet 
committee then advanced the plan 
for the division of Palestine, with 
the immigration of the 100,000 ref- 
ugees dependent on the working 
out of the long-range federaliza- 
tion scheme. Both Jews and 
Arabs have objected to the feder- 
alization scheme, 

(A United Press staff ecorre- 
spondent quoted informed sources 
in Washington as saying Truman 
had expressed privately complete 
disapproval of the British block- 
ade against so-called illegal Jew- 
ish Immigration into Palestine. 
The President was reported to 
have taken, in conversations, the 
view that immediate resumption 
of large-scale Jewish immigration 
into Palestine would be the most 
important single atep in restoring 
peace to the Holy Land.) 

Only a short while before Gov- 
ernment sources reported on the 
cantents of Truman's note, Dr, 
Chaim Weizmann, president of the 
Jewish Agency, and other agency 
representatives conferred with 
Colonial Secretary George Hall on 
the President's letter.

He told the joint chiefs of ataff 
in his monthly report for July as 
American commander in Austria 
that the Russians considered the 
use of Austria's oi] resources to 
be a matter concerning only them- 
selv. 1 and the Austrian Govern- 
ment. 

A summary of Clark's report, 
.made public by the War Depart- 
ment. said the Soviets had fol- 
lowed “the general line of exclud- 
ing the Allied Council from any 
control over, or discussior of, mat- 
ters which they maintain are the 
concern only of themeelves and 
the Austrian Government, regard- 
leas of effect on Austrin as A 
whole.” 

Clark also reported that the So- 
viets would exclude from Allied 
Council consideration all laws im- 
plementing agreements between 
Austria and an occupying power. 

The Soviets, Clark said, had o1 
dered for the'r zone and Vienna a 
full allocation of gasoline, while 
ether zones were allocated only 18 
per cent and had received none 
up to July 28. 

“The gasoline situation in the 
western zones ia critical,” the War 
Department summary said, 

Clark reported that increnaned 
employment, reduced occupation 
costs, a rise in consumer goods 
production and the American re- 
turn of vital industries to Aus- 
trian control had = considerably 
strengthened the achilling and im- 
proved the Austrian Internal econ- 
omy in July.

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Russiana Refuse to Discuss U, &, 
Demand About Supplies, 
GENEVA, Aug. 15 (AP)--The 
Russian delegation to the 
UNRRA general council, attribu- 
ting to political considerations an 
American demand that the Soviets 
cease withdrawing Austrian pro- 
ducts while UNRRA ia shipping 
supplies into that country, has re- 

fused to discuss the issue, 

Nicolai Feonov, Russian spokes- 
man, informing the UNRRA pok 
icy committee yesterday of the de- 
cision, said the whole matter, be- 
ing political, was “outside the 
scope of UNRRA”" and was 
“merely a move to place the Sov- 
fet Union in a bad light.” He was 
supported by delegates from the 
Ukraine and White Russia, 

Hlowever, Fiorello H, TA 
Guardia, UNRRA director- 
general, told the committee he in- 
tended to enforce the organiza- 
tion's resolution No, 91, adopted 
at the Atlantic City meeting, un- 
less this resolution is repealed. It 
provided that supplies of an oc- 
cupled country shall be used to 
meet relief needs before being 
siphoned off by an occupying 
power, 

“In connection with crude pe- 
troleum,” La Guardia aaid, “all I 
know is that I have a contract in 
my pocket between the Red Army 
and some firma in Czechoslovakia, 
If that's politics, it's okay by me, 
but I'll tell you the fact.”

This procedure will 
enable the commissions to start 
their work not only with the pre- 
liminary treaty drafts prepared by 
the Council of Foreign Ministers, 
but with the general observations 
of the former enemy states on 
those drafts, 

This procedure was wisely de- 
vised to facilitate the work of the 
conference, But some of the dis- 
cussions which immediately fol- 
lowed the general observations of 
the former enemy states on the 
proposed treaties have not made 
the work of the conference easier 
and have not helped us on the 
road to peace, 

America, would be willing even 
to let the reflections cast on her 
policies here pass unnoticed if 
her silence would help us on the 
way to peace. America is as 
eager to work and co-operate 
with r allies in peace as she 
was willing to fight with them 
in the war, And no one views 
with greater regret than I the 
rebuffs to our efforts so to work 
and co-operate, 

But peace among allies in 
this interdependent world can- 
not be furthered by ignoring the 
repeated abuse and milsrepre- 
sentation which have been lev- 
elled against America from this 
floor. 

America has no apology to 
make for the principles of jus- 
tice, equality and freedom which 
we have striven to the best of 
our ability, sometimes success- 
fully and sometimes unsuccess- 
fully, to have written into the 
peace treaties 
A word of explanation, however, 
is required to make clear why 
some questions were decided in 
the Council of Foreign Ministers 
and others were not. 


Soviet Viewpoint. 


All the members of the council 
were agreed that it would be help- 
ful to harmonize their viewpoints 
so far as possible to avold con- 
flict, friction and misunderstand- 
ing when this conference did con- 
vene. But we urged from the out- 
set that when, after discussion in 
the council, there was a difference 
of vieWpoint we should request the

But we do object to a misrepre- 
sentation of our position and our 
motives. We do object to acctisa- 
tions being laid against the Italian 
jovernment because, in its open- 
ing statement, it did not on all ts 
sues associate itself with the So- 
viet point of view. 

We do object to the Boviet Gov- 
ernment giving the impression to 
the conference that other ex-en- 
emy states are more democratic 
than Italy because they have har- 
monized their viewpoints with the 
Soviet Union, The new Italy, con- 
stituted by a free election, is .en- 
titled to the sympathy and ‘en- 
couragement of every democratic 
state. 

The United States believes in 
the sovereign equality of nations. 
We are opposed to making the 
small nations satellites of the 
larger states, 

The Soviet representatives, in 
answering the opening statement 
of the Italian representative, re- 
ferred to great powers which have 
enriched themselves during the 
war. The Soviet representative so 
spoke in the course of warning 
Italy against the economic am- 
bitlons of these powers.

Arsenal of Democracies. 

America never bound herself to 

withhold aid from those resisting 
Axis aggression, Many months be- 
fore America was attacked, Frank- 
lin Delano Roosevelt announced 
that America would become the 
arsenal of the democracies and 
took energetic action to organize 
the lend-lease program which was 
continued, even in increased mean- 
ure, after America entered the 
war. Over 11 billion dollars went 
to the Soviet Union: under the 
lend-lease program, Our only re- 
gret was that we could not send 
more to help her in her struggle 
against the enemy. 

America’s expenditures during 
the war have aggregated 400 bil- 
lions. That represents American 
labor, American human and 
material resources, That money 
was borrowed from the Ameri- 


States was accepted in principle. 
Among other things the proposal 
declared that “we deem it essential 
that the satellites not conclude 
treaties, agreements or arrange- 
ments which deny to Allied na- 
tionala access, on equal terma, to 
their trade, raw materials and in- 
dustry.” 

A policy of economic equality 
permits each nation to carry on 
its economic relations with oth- 
ers along lines of ita own eco- 
nomic welfare.

can people. For years to come 
they must work to pay off this 
debt. For those expenditures 
America has received and has 
asked for no recompense other 
than the freedom she fought to 
secure for herself and for all 
mankind, 

America has contributed gén- 
erously to UNRRA, In other ways 
also, she has contributed and will 
continue to contribute to the re-« 
habilitation of the war-devastated 
countries. She offers her friend- 
ship to all who will reciprocate 
her friendship. I need not recall 
again that America has directly 
and indirectly aided the people 
of Italy to the extent of $900,000,- 
000 since the armistice. 

Under the proposed treaties, 
America s¢eks no territory and 
seeks no reparations, 

The United States has naked 
that property of the United States 
and other United Nations lost or 
damaged in the ex-enemy ataters 
should be restored or compensated 
for, That principle is usually rec- 
ognized in peace treaties, The 
proposal was agreed to in prin. 
ciple by the Soviet Government 
at Potadam. It was agreed to in 
principle by the armistice terma, 
But now the Soviet Government 
says that this proposal is an un- 
fair and onerous burden, although 
it involves nothing like the great 
sums which the Soviet Union is 
exacting from these countries an 
reparations. 

The restoration of United Na- 
tions’ properties in these countries 
would be by local currencies and 
would leave productive assets in 
those countries which add to their 
taxable resources. 

Reparations Sap Nations. 

Repairing the damages to Unit- 
ed Nations’ factories in ex-enemy 
countries helps to restore industry 
in those countries and aida their 
economle recovery, It takes noth 
ing out of those countries, Repara- 
tion deliveries, on the other hand, 
take valuable asseta from thene 
impoverished lands and neces- 
sarily slow down their economic 
recovery, i 

The United States must also re- 
opudiate the suggestion of the So-

This is not a punitive article. 
It is as much in the interest of 
the countries to which it is of- 
fered as it ia of the United Na- 
tions, It affords all countries, and 
especially small countries, a meas- 
ure of protection againat the ruth. 
lens exercise of economic and po- 
litical power. It allows each coun- 
try to develop ita resources accord. 
ing to its aptitudes and to buy to 
its best advantage what it needs 
from other countries, It ia the 
best assurance against a deterior- 
ation of the world’s economy into 


a series of economic bloca. 


The United States has sought 
no territorial or other exclusive 
advantages for itself from the 
war. But it does attach the 
greatest importance to the es- 
tablishment of conditions of a 
stable peace and of prosperity 
throughout the world. It can- 
net remain indifferent to ar- 
rangements, under the treaties 
or ottaide them, which tend to 
restrict and divert trade or din- 
tort international economic re- 
lations to the prejudice of the 
great majority of the United 
Nations and of world peace and 
prosperity, 

Before ciosing T want to say a 
few words about Greece. In the 
conference she has been criticized 
by an ex-enemy state and by some 
members, That is very unfair.

-—~Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt was 
shaken up and four other persons 
were injured late yesterday after- 
noon in a three-automobile colli- 
sion near here. 

An official police report made 
by a patrolman to the Westches- 
ter County Parkway Police head- 
quarters said the widow of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt told him “she 
dozed off at the wheel” of her Lin- 
coln sedan, crossing over the 
white line between north and- 
south-bound trrafic lanes, and 
crashing head-on into another au- 
tomobile, 

The accident occurred on the 
Saw Mill River Parkway about 
three miles north of the New York 
City-Westchester line. Mrs. Roose- 
velit was driving from her home 
at Hyde Park to her Greenwich 
Village apartment. 


Her secretary, Miss Malvina 
Thompson, said last night that 
except for a “couple of bumps on 
the head, Mra. Roosevelt was none 
the worse for the experience.” 

Police gave this account of the 
accident: 

Mrs. Roosevelt's automobile first 
struck a machine operated by Al- 
bert Brooks of Brooklyn and 
Hopewell Junction, N.Y. The im- 
pact turned the Roosevelt cap 
into the path of #n automobile 
driven by Robert S, Rose of Os- 
sining, N.Y, 

No charges were filed against 
any of the drivers. 

Those injured were: 

Brooks, who suffered a possi- 
ble fracture of the left arm. He 
oe treated at a hospital in Yon- 

ers, 

Thomas FE. Dowdell of Brooklyn, 
A passenger in the Brooks car. Dr. 
George M. Shadle, hospital intern 
on the ambulance, said Dowdell 
received lacerations of the nose 
and possible chest injuries, 

Mrs. Gertrude Jones, Mrs. Roose-

Nationally, the incidence of 
polio is highest in the north cen- 
tral atates and in Texas, Florida, 
Alabama, California and Colo- 
rado, Cancellation of the Minne- 
sola State Fair, which was to 
have atarted Aug, 24, wan an- 
nounced today, A total of 1201 
cases of pollo have been reported 
this year in Minnesota, 790 of 
them’ in Minneapolis alone. In 
Los Angeles, 60 new cases were 
reported last Monday and Tues- 
day. 

The United States Public 
Health Service said that about 
7000 persons had contracted polio 
thus far this year in the United 
States, compared with 5008 for 
the comparable period of 1944.

tion is trying to bring into bal- 
ance. 

Refore members could ! 
their full attention to those side 
problems, they summoned the last 
31 of nearly 100 witnesses to wind 
up four days of public hearings. 
Up for argument today was ene 
apecifie quertion of price ceilings 
on milk, butter, cheese and a long 
list of other dairy products. 

Congress allowed these, along 
with grains, meats, cottonseed and 
sovbeans, to remain free from 
price lide until Aug. 20, Then all

, Holman Inaisted that price in- 
creases on milk, butter, cheese and 
other dairy products since OPA 
expired June 30 were “reasonable” 
within terms of the revived OPA, 
In most cases, he said the in- 
creases had stabilized at a point 
level with June 30 cellings plus 
the Government saubaidy that 
would be paid from the treasury 
if controls had not been lifted, 

Leonard EF. Kopitske, of Marion, 
Wis., told the board it “is impos- 
sible to secure a balanced produc- 
tion of milk products under a 
fixed or constant price.” He said 
that as president of the Wiscon- 
ain Cheesemakers Association, he 
spoke for about 1200 cheese fac- 
tories. 

Wages Versus Farnings. 

The Wage Stabilization Board's 
two public members, Chairman W. 
Willard Wirtz and Vice Chairman 
Phillips L. Garman, told the De 
control Board yesterday that the 
Government's whole stabilization 
program depends on rolling back 
prices on essential food items. 

Wirtz and Garman in a letter 
to Decontrol Board Chairman Roy 
lL. Thompson declared that “take 
home” pay has dropped 8 per cent 
since April 1945. 

They said job rates have In- 
creased 11 to 15 per cent, but that 
average atraight time hourly earn- 
ings have risen only about 9 per 
cent

on June 30, relative wage stabil-

‘Textile cellings must be 
based upon the market cost of 
raw cotton rather than the parity 
price and the base period of in- 
dustry earnings has been = ad-

Wholesale prices on butter have 
declined 2 to 4 cents in the Jast 
two days, with present prices be- 
ing quoted at 66'% cents for top 
grade butter, 62 for 90 score and 
61 for &9 score, 

In the same period butterfat has 
dropped 9 cents, with No. 1 being 
quoted at 58 cents and No. 2 at 
55 cents today, Market analyats 
believe that fear of reimposition of 
price ceilings is responsible for 
the drop.

or processed by petroleum re- 
finers, The exemption covers gaso- 
line, kerosene, naphthas, fuel oils,

Bricklayers Tentatively 
, Accept Wage Offer 


and Agree to Repair 


Furnaces. 


' Eight AFL bricklayers, who had 
refused to repair open-hearth fur- 
maces at the Granite City Steel 
Co, to enable the huge plant to re- 
sume operations, tentatively ac- 
cepted the company's wage offer 


of $1.72 an hour today and agreed 
to begin work immediately. 

Their agreement to repair the 
furnaces averted a threatened new 
shutdown of the plant less than 
three days after the ending of a 
150-day strike of 175 machinists 
which had kept 2300 other work- 
ers idle. About 400 had been 
called back to work since Monday 
when the strike ended and the 
remainder were expected to be 
back early next week, J 

Without the open-hearth furn- 
ace repairs, Niedringhaus anid, it 
would have been impossible to re- 
sume full operations. He added 
he would have had to lay off the 
400 already back at work, had the 
bricklayers remained on atrike. 

The 150-day strike ended Mon- 
day was the longest in the steel 
industry. It began March 16 
when the 175 members of the In- 
ternational Association of Machin- 
ists walked out in a dispute over 
pay for weekend work. Some 1600 
members of the CIO United Steel 
Workers refused to cross the pick- 
et lines established by the ma- 
chinists, The lines were withdrawn 
Monday afternoon after the ma- 
chinists approved arbitration of 
the contested issue and accepted 
a 2i-cent an hour wage increase 
and a new conjract,

Murray recalled that on July 18 
he and the CIO executive board 
asked President Truman to call a 
labor-management conference to 
cope with “the need for immediate 
wage increases” to offset rising 
living costs and to plan for a 
atabilized economy. 

“This was not an idle gesture,” 
Murray said. “The necessity for 
such a conference at this time te 
even greater than it was a month 
ago.

Murray contended that Congress

BERLIN, Aug. 15 (UP)—Mar- 
garete Seeseldt Roth hoped today 
to become the first German bride 


of an American to enter the 
United States aince the war, 

She disclosed yesterday that she 
was married - and legally — to 
Joseph G. Roth of Philadelphia, 
Pa. The marriage nullifies her 
German citizenship and makes har 
eligible to join her husband in the 
United Staten, 

Roth, a 24-year-old former G.I., 
cut through a lot of red tape to 
get back to Berlin, A helpful Con 
gressman and a careless passport 
examiner made the marriage pos- 
sible. He got a passport and a visa 
for Belgium just after he returned 
to the United States. He boarded 
a train in Belgium and arrived in 
Berlin, where no one noticed that 
his passport was valid only for 
Belgium and France, 

He asked the American Military 
Government for a marriage per- 
mit, Since he wasn't in the Army 
—just an American citizen in Ber- 
lin—the A.M.G. could find no law 
forbidding such a marriage. 

The ceremony took place July 8 
at a German marriage license bu- 
reau., His bride had been married 
twice before; first to a Russian 
doctor who was killed in 1941, and 
then to a German soldier who was 
killed when the Red Army entered 
Berlin, She is 24 years old, 

She sald the romance “just hap- 
pened.” She didn’t think Roth 
would be able to come back for 
her, but when he arrived on July 
3, “it all seemed too wonderful to 
be true,” she said.

Doctor Points to Neces- 
sity for Expanding 
and Intensifying City’s 
Program. 


The necessity for expanding 
and intensifying the case-finding 
program for tuberculosis was em- 
phasized in a report yesterday by 
Dr. J. Barl Smith, director of 
communicable disease control 
section of the Municipal Health 
Department, 

Hc said that, of an estimated 
5000 new cases now in St. Louis, 
comparatively few are under med- 


ical care because of the lack of 
trained personnel, 

The case-finding program has 
been carried on for several years 
under a co-operative arrangement 
between the health division and 
the Tuberculosis and Health So- 
clety. 

It is a generally accepted fact 
that, for each death from tuber- 
culosis, there are at least 10 cases 
in a community at any given 
time, Dr. Smith said, A total of 
615 deaths from the disease were 
recorded in the city during the 
past year, Out of the estimated 
5C°O cases only 1911 have been re- 
ported to the Municipal Health 
Department, 

Adding to the seriousness of the 
situation, he stated that only 50 
per cent of the registered cases 
of tuberculosis were visited by 
nurses during the year. He said 
the poor performance was due 
entirely to the lack of a nursing 
staff, and, because of this, it has 
been necessary to concentrate on 
new cases at expense of the old. 


Fhortcomings of Program. 


Dr. Smith said shortcoming of 
the present program conaisted in 
the superficial follow-up program 
on positive and doubtful cases of 
notifying these persons that their 
X-rays show signa suggestive of 
tuberculosis, They are then ad- 
vised to report to their private 
doctor or to clinic physicians in 
order that they may be properly 
examined. 


great majority of these patients 
are not seen by specialists and 
are superficially examined, and 
then told they don't have the 
disease, Most of these cases, he 
said, are the very ones that need 
rather prolonged observation and 
atudy by a specialist, yet, once 
they are given such a report, the 
nubsequent letters requesting re- 
examination are quite generally 
ignored, 


For Corrective Measures. 


As a corrective measure, Dr. 
Smith urged the chest X-raying 
of all patients admitted to general 
and private hospitals as a regular 
procedure, with emphasis on the 
hospitals operated by the city. He 
also urged the health division to 
employ and assign the necessary 
number of medical scoial workers 
on a full-time basis in order to 
correct present shortcomings in 
the case-finding program, 

He advocated improvement in 
the use of the diagnostic clinica 
by private physicians, many of 
whom, he gaid, do not know that 
there are such facilities available 
for their use.

Government dispatches report- 
ed that authorities In Changchun, 
the Manchurian capital, and in 
Tientsin were taking special pre- 
cautions against riots after receiv- 
ing intelligence reporta that the 
Communist underground was 
planning large acale disturbances, 

Precautions in Chanechun in- 
cluded an 11 p.m, until dawn cur- 
few, incrensed guards and atrict 
searches of theaters, dance halls 
and other amusement places. 

In Shanghai, United = Statens 
troops and naval personnel were 
ordered confined to their quarters 
from 6 p.m, to dawn tomorrow 
after nationalist authorities 
charged the Communists were 
planning an uprising, Several 
American warships are in Shang- 
hai but only a handful of Amert- 
can troops are here, 

The Communists’ Emancipation 
Daily, published at their Yenan 
headquarters, declared flatly that 
Marshall was “not above blame 
for the fallure to cense hoatilities 
in China.”

NEW YORK, Aug. 15 (AP)—Organized baseball and the Mexican | 


League appear to agree with Commissioner A, B. (Happy) Chandler's 
decision in the Mickey Owen case although the few ball players desir- 
ing to comment said they were “sorry to hear about it.” 


President Ford Frick of the Na- 
tional League, who had forwarded 
Owen's appeal for reinstatement 
from a five-year suspension, ap- 
proved of the verdict. 

“Mr, Chandler did the proper 
thing,” Frick said, “It is a good 
ruling.” 

Clark Griffith, president of the 
Washington Senators of the Amer- 
joan League, seconded the motion 
as he observed, “the commissioner 
is right, There can be no excep- 
tions in decisions of this kind, 
otherwise he might make fish of 
some and fowl of others, It may 
seom hard but it is one of those 
things that has to be done.” 

In Mexico City, President Jorge 
Pasquel of the Mexican League, 
who had lured Owen south of the 
border, found reason to “feel a 
little better about the affair” in 
Chandler's ruling. Although he 
refused further comment, friends 
who know how he felt about 
Owen's jump back to the United 
States explained that Owen's pun- 
ishment would discourage any fur- 
ther “such irregular conduct.” 

Max Lanier, the former 8t. Louls 
Cardinal pitching ace, also agreed, 
From St, Petersburg, where he 
had been undergoing treatments 
for an arm ailment, Lanier ob- 
served, “Mickey knew the rules 
and I did, too, and we have no- 
body to blame but ourselves, How- 
ever, I feel sorry for Mickey.” 

Tomas de la Cruz, ex-Cincinnat! 
pitcher who is now playing in 
Mexico, commented that the Owen 
decision “probably ruined all our 
chances of getting back into the 
majors, 


“We hoped Commissioner Chan- 
dler might change his mind,” De 
la Cruz added, “and we would be 
able to go back next year, But 
now it looks like that’s out, Owen 
should have stayed here and fin- 
ished the season, Everybody was 
mad at him for skipping. Now 
they'll be furious because of how 
it: affects us,” 

Ace Adams, former New York 
Giants hurler, thought Chandler 
did just the wrong thing if he 
wanted to stop American players 
from coming to Mexico, 

The ex-Giant,. who pitches for 
Vera Cruz, the team Owen left, 
predicted an increased flow of 


United States players now that the 
situation is clear. 

Both President Branch Rickey 
and Manager Leo Durocher of the 
Brooklyn Dodgers, who own 
Owen's contract, declined com- 
ment, 

“T am not going to say a thing,” 
Durocher declared, “Chandler is 
the boss.” 

Dixie Walker, a former team- 
mate of Mickey's on the Dodgers, 
said, “Chandler is the guy who 
had to make the’decision, I'm 
sorry to hear about it,” 


Owen Resigns Self to Farm, 
Still Hoping for Loophole. 
CINCINNATI, Aug. 15 (AP) —

To Guard Against Surprise Attack 


Some Lessons Too Quickly Forgotten, 
Bombing Report Experts Say — Urge 
Peacetime Step-up in Intelligence, Re- 


search and Merger of Armed Forces.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15. 


HE recent report of the United States Strategic Bombing Sur- 
account of how we won the Pacific war, 
offers a salutary reminder that we haven't accomplished too 


In 


some quarters the war and its leasonsa have been too quickly for- 


gotten, although the long-awaited 


Action that might have been 
taken was not taken, Congress 
rejected the President's requests 
for unification of the armed serv- 
ices, for universal military train- 
ing and for a national program 
of scientific research. The Se- 
lective Service Act was extended 
half-heartedly. 

Yet here is what the expert ap- 
‘praisers of the bombing survey 
reported to President Truman: 


1. We may have to spend up 
to a billion dollars a year for 
basic research and development 
to assure national security, 

2. The reorganization and tin- 
tecration of our military estab- 
lishments is in the national in- 
terest. 

3. The objective of preventing 
war can he served well by in- 
suring tue strength and secur- 
ity of the United States. 


A fourth recommendation, de- 
velopment of an adequate intelll- 
gence service, has been carried 
out, at least in part, by establish- 
ment of the Central Intelligence 
Group of the Netional Intell 
gence Authoritv, headed by Lt. 
Gen. Hoyt 8. Vandenberg. 


Importance of Intelligence, 


The importance of intelligence 
is made atrikingly evident in the 
report. The use of the phrase, 
“exceptional intelligence,” is nota- 
ble. Referring to the Battle of the 
Coral Sea: “Exceptional intelli- 
gence gave us advance informa- 
tion” that enabled our inadequate 
naval forces in May, 1942, to turn 
back a Japanese fleet bent on 
eccupying Port Moresby and for 
the first time check Japanese 
progress. Also, “similar intelli. 
gence provided advance informa 
tion as to the Japanese move to- 
ward Midway in June,” resulting 
in a great American victory. 

However, the survey states, “at 
the start of the Pacific war our 
atrategic intelligence war highly 
inadequate, Our over-all war 
plana, insofar as they were based 
on faulty information and faulty 
interpretation of accurnte infor- 
mation, were unrealistic. 

“After Pearl Harbor the ob 
taining and analysis of economic 
and industrial information neces- 
wary to the planning of an attack 
on Japan's sustaining resources 
required several years of the moat 
atrenuous effort and even then 
substantial gaps remained If a 
comparable lack of intelligence 
should exist at the start of a fu- 
ture national emergency, it might 
prove disastrous.” 

Basis for Intelligence. 


The basis for “adequate intelll- 
gence” can be laid only in peace- 
time, the report continued. The 
aolution appears to be in part the 
greater centralization provided by 
the NIA, in close integration of 
intelligence unita in various oper- 
ating organizations, in adequate 
budgets and personnel and in a 
sufficient increase in prestife to 
attract the highest quality of per- 
sonnel. 

Survey members stressed the 
great danger of the “blitzkrieg” 
technique and said the Pacific 
war supported conclusions they 
reached after an earlier study of 
the war in Europe. 

“A mobilized and well-trained 
striking force enjoying a certain 
technical superiority can over- 
whelm in short order the forces 
of a country of far greater basic 
long-term strength,” the report 
atated, “In the opening phanen of 
the Pacific war the Japanese were 
able to overrun 130 million people 
and an area of enormous astratecic 
importance in the space of a few 
months. 
of the fact that from the time of 
the Munich conference in 1938 we 
had been on notice that an ag- 
gression against the peace of the 
world was possible.” 


Noting that the B-29s based in | 


the Marianas had sufficient 
strength, if armed with atomic 
bombs, to have wiped out in a 
single day every Japanese city 
with a population of more than 
30,000 persons, the report stated: 

"In the future, national security 
will depend to a large degree on 
technical superiority of weapons 
and on operating and maintenance 
proficiency of personnel, Peace- 
time military strategic planning 
must be pointed to and supported 
by a vigorous program of acl- 
= research and  develop- 
men 

"af the United States in not to 
be forced to hasty and inadequate 
mobilization every time the threat 
of aggression arises in the world, 
it is essential that in the field of 
military weapons and tactics it be 
technically not merely abreast of, 
but actually ahead of any poten- 
tial aggressor.” 

Loss in Basic Research. 


Tt is not too well known how 
much we lost in basic research 
during the war in order to con- 
centrate on applying what we al- 
ready knew to the design of new 
weapons. We were behind Ger- 
many in advanced acrodynamics, 
jet propulsion and guided missiles, 
and we trailed the Japanese in 
air armament and torpeuoes, 

In arguing for an integration of 
@ur Army and Navy, the report 
pointed out that organizational de-, 


This was true in spite. 


V-J day was only a year ago, 


ficlencies in the Japanese govern- 
ment contributed to Japan's en- 
tering a disastrous war anc to 
the totality of its defeat. 

There was no means for civilian 
control of the military or for ob- 
taining effective co-ordination of 
Army and Navy. Military policy 
was inconsistent with the foreign 
policy of the cabinet and the 
Army and Navy tended t« make 
their oWn foreign policy in line 
with their own aims, capabilities 
and requirements, Bureaucratic 
rivalry between Army and Navy 
impeded virtually all questions. 

These and other lessons of the 
Pacific war, the survey said, sup- 
port a plan of organization for 
this country which provides unity 
of command, capable of clear and 
effective decision at the top, 
strengthens civilian control and 
provides closer integration of mil- 
itary policy with foreign and do- 
meastic policy, This plan, however, 
should degentralize administrative 
burdens and permit the free de- 
velopment of the component 
forces, 

Third Armed Branch Proposed. 

It was recommended that thore 
should be a third establishment, 
in addition to the Army and 
Navy, which would have primary 
responsibility for passive and ac- 
tive defense against long-range 
attack on our cities, for airplane 
or guided missile strategic attacks 
and for all air forces except car- 
rier and land-based units that 
could be more effective as com- 
ponents of the Army and Navy. 
The mission of such an establish- 
ment would differ from that of 
an autonomous air. force. It 
would be much broader in scope, 
The recommendation that the 
United States reduce its vulner- 
ability to attack by enemy planes 
or guided missiles that might pen- 
etrate ita defenses also was made 
This can be done in peacetime by 
Planning shelter, warning, evacu- 
ation and ~post-rald = assistance 
systems, and by working out a 
program of stockpiles (already 
bexun by the Government) and 
special construction of certain in- 
duatrien, 

The survey's conclusion, reached 
in Germany, that the best way to 
win a war is to prevent it from 
happening, was strengthened by 
observing the wreckage of Japan. 

“The prevention of war muat be 
the ultimate end to which our 
best efforts are devoted,” the re- 
port stated. “It has been supr- 
gested, and winely so, that this 
objective is well served by insur- 
ing the strength and security of 
the United States. This country 
was founded and has lived upon 
principles of tolerance, freedom 
and goodwill at home and abroad, 
Strength based on these principles 
in no thrent to world peace.” 

The survey group was headed hy 
Franklin d’Olier, former national 
commander of the American Le- 
gion. It had a ataff of 1160 
civillans and Army and Navy offi- 
cers and enlisted men, It started 
work in Japan in September, 10945.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15 (AP). 
HE Army revealed some in- 
formation today on two hith- 
erto secret weapons calcu- 

lated to be useful de‘ensively in 
the event of a future war. 


1, The Air Forces disclosed 
that tests have started with a 
guided missile designed as pro- 
tection against high speed, high 
flying aircraft. 

2. The War Department re- 
vealed that a new coat of armor 
for soldiers capable of repelling 
“missiles up to and including a 
46-caliber revolver bullet,” will 
soon get a practical test in 
South American jungles. 

The Air Forces’ guided missile 
is the “gapa,” a slim, 10 feet 
long, rocket-powered projectile, 
ne or more already have been 
fleed, and 60 others are to be set 
off at the Wendover (Utah) prov- 
ing ground this year in the first 
phase of a program to continue for 
several years, 

Expectations for Weapon, 


Without disclosing whether the 
missile is guided by radio, makes 
use of a proximity fuse, or other 
details, the Air Forces’ announce- 
ment said that when perfected it 
ig “expected to be capable of seek- 
ing out and destroying possible 
enemy weapons before they can 
reach the'r target.” 

First test models use rocket 
methods on which Nazi scientists 
were working at war's end, 

The name “gapa” comes from 
the technical term “ground-to-air 
pilotiess aircraft.” 

The armor, identified na “do- 
ron,” will be worn by members of 
a party of American scientists 
and drill crewmen prospecting for 
oll in Colombia, 


Armor of Glass Filament. 


A brief announcement said the 
armor consists of panels made of 
giass-filament laminated plastic 
fitted into Army jackets. 
Designed by the Quartermaster 
Corps, the armor is different from 
the flak suite worn by wartime air 
crews for protection against shell 
fragments, officials said, It like- 
wise ia not identical with a new 
cloth recently credited by Gen. 
Jacob lL. Devers, chief of the 
Army ground forces, with being 
able to “stop a bullet.” 

Eighteen of the new armored 
jackets have been supplied to an 
American-operated oll company, 
many of whose employes have 
been killed and wounded by sav- 
age tribesmen in recent months, 
the War Department said,

I always try to attend at least one 
of these rural gatherings a week. The 
food is delectable and the fellowship 
deep and genuine. I enjoy both. More- 
over, I like to observe the merging of 
rural and urban habits in both dress 
and manners. 

In the crowds under the big oaks of 
the church lawna it is impossible to 
distinguish between a city and country 
man or woman. The posture of the 
rural young women is now happily on 
a par with their city cousins, and both 
have the identical sun tan. The hun- 
dreds of rural people with whom I talk 
are surprisingly alert to what is going 
on in our turbulent world, thanks to 
radio and daily newspapers. Again, a 
surprising number of their children go 
to college. 

There is nothing typically provincial 
left, I insist, but the bountiful food, It 
is out of this world. I attended a pic- 
nic last week—wish you had been there 
~——where we ate perhaps 100 fried 
chickens, a 1000-pound corn-fed beef, 
fresh garden corn, a vast array of other 
vegetables, pickles, potato and salads, 
fresh fruits, jama, jellies, preserves, ap- 
ple butter, fresh country butter, home- 
made bread with a thousand fond 
memories in every luscious bite, scores 
of cakes, white and dark and all rich 
with sugar, ice cream made on the 
grounds and an ocean of good coffee. 

After a pleasant season of these sum- 
mer gatherings, I am in no argumenta- 
tive mood.

The Last Wild Jackass 


When Senator Robert Marion La Follette, de- 
feated Tuesday in the Wisconsin primary, ends 
his term, it will be the first time in 42 years that 
the clerk of the Senate will have called the ros- 
ter without intoning the name of Wisconsin's 
great political dynasty. It also will mark the 
passing of the last of that band of doughty in- 
surgents who made life properly miserable for 
Coolidge and Hoover, Mellon and Moses, in the 
late ‘208 as the nation roller-coasted through a 
gaudy facade of prosperity down to its greatest 
depression, 

Call the roll of that rebel crew which New 
Hampshire's brash and witty Moses, to his later 
vast embarrassment, termed “the sons of the 
wild jackass.” There was the then “Young Bob” 
La Follette, the best legislative strategist of 
them all; Wheeler of Montana, Cutting of New 
Mexico, Norris and Howell of Nebraska, Borah 
of Idaho, Blaine of Wisconsin, Nye and Frazier 
of North Dakota, Brookhart of lowa and Ship- 
stead of Minnesota, 

Now they are all dead, departed from the Sen- 
ate, or, like La Follette and Wheeler, awaiting 
the expiration of their terms, They deserve a 
tribute, for they did good work in their day as 
gadfliies to the then impregnable Republican 
administrations. But they were never able to 
consolidate their strength and present a pro- 
gram, and the task of reshaping national Iinsti- 
tutions to meet the stresses of the depression 
and post-depression era fell not to the Western 
mavericks but to the Democratic party as re- 
constituted and reoriented by an aristocratic, 
Harvard-trained New Yorker, 

Before the Democrats came into power, Sen- 
ator La Follette fought their battles better than 
they themselves fought them, Opposition to 
high tariffs is a historic Democratic principle, 
but it was La Follette who brilliantly organized 
and commanded the assault on the stupid Haw- 
Jey-Smoot tariff, and he would have won the 
fight except for the defection of log-rolling Dem- 
ocrats. Also, it was La Follette’s oratory and 
energy that exposed the failure of President 
Hoover and the Red Cross to take adequate 
steps to relieve hunger. 

When the Democrats came into power, Sena- 
tor La Follette was a stancher supporter of 
President Roosevelt's humanitarian measures 
than most members of the President's party. 
And when Senator La Follette was in need of 
aid for re-election, President Roosevelt saw that 
he got it, either by direct indorsement or by 
giving only formal support to his Democratic 
opponent—the latter a form of aid which Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan in the old days was glad 
to give the elder La Follette. 

But the son of the man who had suffered pub- 
lic martyrdom for opposing President Wilson in 
the First World War found it impossible to go 
along with President Roosevelt in the policies 
that led swiftly and surely toward intervention 
in World War II. Now Mr. La Follette has lost 


the nomination to a former Marine Corps Cap- ° 


tain, who energetically assailed the Senator's 
isolationism and advocated participation in the 
United Nations, 

The political currents in the Wisconsin pri- 
mary were complex, but it may be inferred that 
what was formerly one of the most stanchly iso- 
lationist states of the 48 has become at least 
tolerant of collective action to preserve peace. 
It is reasonable to believe also, especially in view 
of the fact that the State has recently elected 
in succession an anti-labor Governor and a non- 
labor Governor, that Wisconsin thinks the time 
has come for measures to give unions responsi- 
bilities to match their privileges—a step in 
which Senator La Follette was never interested. 

Beyond these considerations, and more impor- 
tant in the voting, were the facts that Senator 
La Follette’s Progressive party had fallen apart, 
and that he lacked a solid core of supporters in 
the Republican party, to which he fled upon the 
disintegration of his own, 

But before the Senator's foes dance a taran- 
tella on his political grave, they would better 
be sure he jis in it. Senator La Follette is only 
51, and a young 51, and he is inheritor of the 
spirit of “Fighting Bob.” The pendulum will 
swing again, and when it does it will be surpris- 
ing if Wisconsin does not recall Senator La Fol- 
lette to public service. Meanwhile, it will be 
unfortunate if President Truman does not find 
appropriate use in the nation’s councils for the 
fine vision of his former Senate colleague. 
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A Well-Reasoned Veto 


President Truman vetoed the Wheeler-Reed 
railroad reorganization bill because it would not 
serve the beneficial interests of all the investors 
and the paramount public interest. He is right. 

The bill was supposed to put. transportation 
men instead of bankers in control of bankrupt 
roads—a good aim, A favorable word should 
be said, too, for the bill's attempt to do some- 
thing for the squeezed-out stockholder, even 
though he should never be rewarded at the ex- 
pense of those who hold the fixed-interest bonds. 
Mr. Truman pointed out, however, that the bill 
would not have eliminated the voting trusts un- 
der which bankers and insurance companies can 
vote the new stock for several years after it is 
sold to the public, Nor, he said, would it even 
have ended the excessive burden of lawyers’ 
fees and other reorganization expense, 

From the public point of view, it is particu- 
larly important that the Wheeler-Reed bill would 
not have scaled down the excessive interest rates 
on bonds. It is important because the interest 
rate determines how much income must be 
earned in even the worst year to keep the re- 
organized carriers solvent. A bona fide read- 
justment of capital structure to earning capacity 
would, as Mr. Truman implied, command inter- 
est rates in line with current borrowings by the 
carriers that escaped bankruptcy. 

When reorganization bonds pay interest much 
above that level, it suggests that the roads have 
either been dangerously over-capitalized again 
or excessively capitalized in bonds, in which 
event the high rate is compensation for high 
risk—or that financial interests have persuaded 
the courts and the ICC to play it for their 
advantage, giving the bonds premium rates but 
cutting off stockholders without their due, In- 
surance-company investors, which are plagued 
with declining investment earnings, want the 

bonds to pay high, But it is poor economy even 
for them if it leads to renewed bankruptcy, 

Like this newspaper, Mr, Truman therefore 
concluded that the bill should be rejected— 
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that the new Congress should legislate more 
directly against the extremes of present law in- 
stead of enacting questionable new expedients. 
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“Bend, or Be Broken” 


In so far as Chiang Kal-shek’s “peace pro- 
posal” is addressed to the Chinese Communists 
at all, it is an invitation to the fly to come into 
the spider's parlor, But it is not addressed to 
the Chinese Communists; it is addressed to the 
United States, in the hope of putting the blame 
on the Communists and in that way continuing 
to obtain this Government's financial and mili- 
tary support, 

Chiang “proposes” to the Chinese Communists 
that they dispense with their armed forces and 
come into a unified China, If they laid down 
their arms and joined Chiang, there could be no 
doubt whatever what would be done to them by 
the man who has waited almost 20 years to catch 
them defenseless and destroy them, 

Specifically, Chiang declares ‘“‘our only de- 
mand is that the Communists withdraw from the 
areas where they threaten peace and obstruct 
communications.” These demands are “only” 
the ones that prevented agreement at the pro- 
longed conference recently ended, and that have 
prevented agreement at every conference be- 
tween Chiang and the Communists for years. 

There was a time when Chiang, controlling all 
the news emanating from China, could utter such 
imposing but papler-mache proposals with bet- 
ter than a fair chance that they would persuade 
many people in the United States He was trying 
to be fair. That time is past. 

Now the United States Ambassador to Nan- 
king, John Leighton Stuart, says bluntly that 
there is “nothing in Chiang’s statement that re- 
moves the difficulties.” Lo Lung Chi of the 
Democratic League, the voice of moderation in 
China, says Chiang's statement hinders peace 
because it tries to put all the blame on the Com- 
munists. A Communist spokesman, Wang Ping- 
nam, says it means “the government wants war.” 

That is precisely what, stripped of its hypo- 
critical verbiage, it does mean-——that the Nation- 
alist Government stands pat on demands that 
are insufferable to the Chinese Communists, and 
will fight for them, The price the Communists 
are asked to pay for peace is their destructjon. 

Chiang Kai-shek either is not reading the writ- 
ing on the Great Wall, or his reading of it is 
faulty, The words are few, but they are por- 
tentous: "Bend, or be broken.” 
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Ry for Skippy 


Skipp, the gibbon at the zoo who Is having a

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The Audacity of a Fixer 

In Senate War Investigating Committee hear- 
ings last month, Benjamin F. Fields was identi- 
fied with the notorious Garssons in the profiteer- 
ing Erie Basin company. Senator Mitchell said 
Fields offered him a $5000 ‘‘campaign contribu- 
tion” to stop the war profits inquiry. 

Now the House Surplus Property Committee 
is beginning to uncover some other of this versa- 
tile man’s activities. In one instance he man- 
aged to shove in ahead of waiting purchasers, 
including former GIs, and buy a quantity of 
scarce bronze wire screen for $8085, at a surplus 
property sale, Fields turned ‘around and sold 
the screen for $12,404. 

Among other irregularities involved in this 
deal, Fields filled out his bid improperly, handed 
it in separately after 121 other bids had been 
received and paid for the screen 10 days after 
the regular period for payment had expired, 
The government employe who let Fields get by 
with this has been discharged. 

In the face of this record, which is still Iin- 
complete, Fields was arrogant and hostile in the 
Senate committee hearings, and at one point 
simply picked up his papers and walked out. 
At the House committee hearing yesterday he 
blandly failed to produce records requested by 
the committee and continued in general his high- 
handed performance begun at Senate hearings, 

The House Committee has powers of contempt 
to use against recalcitrant witnesses, As an 
alumnus of the federal penitentiary at Lewis- 
burg, and as one who has been all but convicted 
in the Garsson scandal, Fields is the last man 
who should be permitted to make a mockery of 
a congréssional hearing. Meanwhile, what does 
the Department of Justice propose to do with 
this shady fixer? 
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Passport to Martyrdom 

Fines were unquestionably deserved by the 
seven men who drew them in Police Judge Grell- 
ner’s court yesterday for disturbing the peace at 
the Gerald L, K. Smith meeting in Kiel Audi- 
torium June 28. The amount of the fines, how- 
ever, ranging for $1100 for the ringleader, John 
A. Rossen, a local Communist leader, to $600 for 
two others, $300 for one, $200 for two, and $100 
for one, seems extreme. 

The defendants defeated their own purpose in 
making a disturbance at the Smith meeting. 
They intended to oppose Smith, but actually 
they alded him by widening his audience. 

The stiffness of the fines may help the de- 
fendants more than it will punish them, They 
can now pose as martyrs, and in fact they have 
already laid plans to do so next Monday night 
at a mass meeting at the Kings-Way Hotel. 

Since Judge Grellner once referred to their 
cases as “those alleged Commie cases,” the size 
of the fines is already being exploited as evi- 
dence that the seven were persecuted by the 
law because they were alleged to be Commu- 
nists. Smaller fines, of a size that most people 
could agree were reasonable, might have carried 
more punishment and less ammunition,

English newspapers have changed from political organs to commer: 
cial enterprise, says London periodical; states that advertising and

From the New Statesman and Nation 


A commission to Investigate the British 
press, demanded by many members of 
Parliament, would be good for the press, 
the public, and, not least, for the M.P.s 
themselves. Many illusions would be awept 
away and some removable evils would be 
exposed, Possibly a British solution for 
the baffling problem of how to educate a 
democracy without destroying its freedom 
would be discovered, 


The basic confusion Is between the preas 
as a political influence and as a branch of 
commerce, Until the time of Northeliffe 
most newspapers were run either in the 
Liberal or Conservative interest, making 
profita, if they did, as an incidental result 
of their political activity. But these politi- 
cal newspapers + Sout only read by those 
fow hundred thotisand persons who then 
ruled England, They did not touch the 
masses, who were largely illiterate until a 
generation grew up which benefited by the 
first compulsory and universal Education 
Act of 1870. 


Journalism as Business 


England had a choice between delib- 
erately deciding to provide thia public with 
the basis of a political and social educa- 
tion, or of leaving it to be commercially 
exploited by Lord Northcliffe and imitators, 
The object of the new press proprietors, as 
they said, was “purely commercial.” 


Politica only had newa value in so far 
as it touched in some dramatic way 
on the personal interests of newspaper 
readers. War and warlike news, crime, 
sex, sport and the innumerable human in- 
terest stories of everyday life were much 
more readily marketable, What the public 
wanta from the point of view of anybody 
selling news is not that which a citizen 
moat desires when he ia thinking seriously 
about public affairs, but that for which the 
largest number of persons are ready to 
pay a penny. 

A number of results followed. Some of 
the old political papers like the Times and 
the Manchester Guardian modified their 
make-up but continued with their old tradi- 
tion of appealing to a restricted public 
which wants to understand public affairs, 


Most of such papers, however, were 
driven out of the market by the competi- 
tion of the commercial presa and were 
absorbed or bought up by the great new 
popular syndicates, The old Independent 
editors disappeared one by one from Fleet 
Street; proprietors, business and advertis- 
ing managers controlled the papers, 


Two Sides to Advertising 


Proprietors, who may in some cases have 
thought that they had no object except to 
make money, naturally developed political 
aympathies with the moneyed class, They 
found in themselves a desire for power, en- 
tered largely into politics, often accepted 
peerages, and used the mighty organa of 
mass suggestion for party or personal 
propaganda, 

The view that advertisers regularly dic- 
tate policy is fallacious, It is only adver- 
tising that renders possible the develop- 
ment of the present milllon-cireulation 
newspapers, Therefore the indirect influ- 
ence of the advertiser is immense. News- 
papers are not likely to adopt a political 
line which the advertisers as a whole will 
dislike, and newspapers that do take such 
a political line find themselves handicapped 
by a lack of advertisements. 
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One result of the marriage of newar to 
advertisement has been that the public has 
learned to expect for its penny a paper 
which costa more than a penny to produce, 
This has a good as well as a bad side, For, 
as against the general effect on news 
presentation and policy which resulta from 
the paper's dependence upon advertisers, 
must be set the alternative danger that 
newspapers which did not receive money 
from advertisers would tend to look else- 
where for subsidies. 


New Interest in Politics 


Thus, in France, where advertising \«# far 
lesa developed than in Britain or America, 
the press has been notoriously corrupt and 
has continuously taken bribes not only 
from banks and French Governments, but 
also from foreign governments, notably 
Taarist Russia, Imperial. Japan and Fascist 
Italy. 


It is one of the encouraging signa of our 
timen that the responsible treatment of 
political and social issues has far more 
news’ value than it ever had in the past. A 
new public has grown up; it ia the product 
of secondary education, reinforced’ by 
adult education in civilian life and among 
the forces during the war, 


There is far greater demand than ever 
hefore in our history for serious books and 
thoughtful publications, We are tin fact 
witnessing a revolution similar to, though 
less apectacular than, that which Lord 
Northeliffe exploited with such econapicu 
ous commercial success, 


In the Soviet Union a group of men with 
na aingle philosophy and idea control all 
the organs of publicity, and hope by an 
intensive process of education to create a 
new avyatem of ethics, a new outlook on 
politics and a new form of social conscious- 
ness, Here, if you like, is the Platonic 
ideal of rule by philosopher-kings, 


Is There a Middle Way? 


While the advantages of this deliberately 
planned education for common citizenship 
are domestically obvious, there ia also a 
grave danger that the state, itself safe 


from the salutary influence of independent” 


criticlam, may so impregnate the Soviet 
public with hostility to foreign peoples that 
world disaster will be unavoidable, 


On the other hand, it may be held that 
free enterprise in British or American 
newspapers produces an exploitation of the 
baser side of humanity which may be no 
less fatal to democracy, while the power 
of suggestion, limited in home affairs, ia 
of lllimitable influence and danger in the 
realm of foreign politica where the citizen 
ia gullible because ignorant. 


Is there, once again, a middle way, such 
as Britain is perhaps the moat likely of the 
nations to find, by which the presa may be 
transformed into a responaible institution 
without taking from it the right of free 
discussion of ideas which we have learned 
to regard as our most valuable heritage’ 
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The Road to Mindanao 
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CHILDREN OF YESTERDAY by Jen Veltin. (The 

Readers’ Preis, New York.) 

This book, by a converted Communist 
who turned author and then soldier, tells 
the role played by the Twenty-fourth Infan- 
try Division in the Philippines campaign. 
Drawn from his observations as combat re- 
porter and supplemented with authenti- 
cated statements from the Division Record, 
the book is a grim and tronic history of 
men in battle, It gains atature by reflect- 
ing the experiences of thousands of Pacifie 
veterans from Pearl Harbor to Mindanao. 

For the Twenty-fourth was typical of 
those units which specialized in spearhead 
assault. Although the Philippines campaign 
waa neither the decisive nor the most spec- 
tacular in the Pacific War, it was a vicious 
struggle against a cruel and canny foe; for 
the combat man, it was a nightmare of mud 
and blood and unreasoned suffering. There 
were some who cowered and others who 
cracked; but there were many more upon 
whom the constraints of battle worked 
stronger than the love of life.

Characteriatic of the latter was Rifleman 
Harold Moon, whose gallant defense of a 
position which wag no longer tenable tis 
credited with preventing a Japanese break- 
through into the narrow Leyte beach-head.

The 
trentiesn to be concluded at the 
Paris Conference will, of course, 
be no solution of the equation of 
peace, for they will leave out the 
most important variables; Ger- 
many and Austria. 

But apart from that, what Is 
actually happening is that in pur- 
suit of the will-o’-the-wisp, “peace,” 
Mr. Byrnes is being forced into 
“conceasioneering,” as Alexander 
Sachs described it to me over last 
weekend, which is actually “Mu- 
nichizing” away the security of 
the United States, In fact this 
Peace Conference, like every pre 
vious conference aimed at secur- 
ing agreement or “unanimity,” Is 
a repetition of Munich or Berch- 
teagaden, at which, also, the oa- 
tensible object was “peace.” 


Fruits of War. 
Yet our situation should, it 
would seem, be different. The 
Inited States is not Great Britain, 
weak and disarmed in 1958, nor 
Austria, utterly helpless. Are we 
not the world's strongest nation? 
Have we not the atomic bomb? 
We need a more accurately de- 
acriptive word than “Munichiza- 
tion.” Mr. Sacha called it “con- 
tractionism”—a yielding in hope 
of “unity” to squeeze-plays, which 
result in a astéady narrowing and 
contraction of American power, 


Oir aim is to prevent a war; 
the Russian aim is to win a war; 
to win, to put it precisely, all the 
fruits of a successful war against 
Britain and the United States, by 
bloodless political means, the ob- 
ject being nothing less than world 
heremony. In this play the atomic 
bomb ia irrelevant, as the Rua- 
sians know, for they are detonat- 
ing it diplomatically,

slight risk, in abandoning its 
quest for geographical § security 
by restricting its program of 
widespread (oceanic) bases, in 
order to do away with the greater 
risks inherent in the tensions the 
search builds up.” 


Our Simple Faith. 


Tn return for what quid pro 
quo? Are the tensions really the 
result of that American “quest”? 
Can the United States, where only 
Congress may declare war, launch 
a surprise att.ck of aggression? 


The reality is that wherever the 
Russian armies stand the Rus- 


sians are annexing territories by 
a mixture of direct and indirect 
confiscation and acquiring not 
merely “bases,” but armies, indua- 
tries and populations, 

Under the slogan of “repara- 
tions” Inst week they confiscated 
and annexed to the Soviet the 
whole recently nationalized heavy 
industries of their enormous Ger- 
man zone. These industries in- 
cluded I, G. Farben chemicals, 
Zeilas optical works and Leuna 
synthetic oil—all industries vital to 
war. Of course, the moment these 
industries become “Russian” the 
disarmament provisions concern- 
ing them lapse. The Russians 
needed no atomic bomb for that 
coup. They needed only our simple 
faith.

F you want to bake a superior 
fruit pie, then selecting the 
fruit is of first importance, If 
it is a plum pile, the fruit should 
be just ripe, never over-ripened 
to the point where the flesh al- 
most falls into a puree when the 
plum is cut open, When juat ripe 
plums are used, the juice has lots 
of pectin whith helps to thicken 
the juice and atill leaves the fruit 
and the juice with that natural 
sprightly flavor that 
evei. unsophisticated ‘people recog- 
nize and appreciate once they en- 
counter it. Cooked, 
pluma have a thin watery juice 
that calls for an excessive amount 
of flour or cornstarch to thicken 
and the rosult ia poor plum flavor 
dulled almost to the point where 
it is not recognizable.

Fresh Plum Pie, 

Two pounds fresh pluma, pastty 
for & inch doublecruast,  three- 
fourths cup sugar, two table- 
spoons flour, one-half teaspoon 
cinnamon, one tablespoon butter. 

Wash plums but do not peel. 
Cut in halves, remove pits and 
discard, Fit pastry into bottom of 
pie pan, Arrange plums compact- 
ly in the pastry-lined shell, Mix 
sugar, flour and cinnamon and 
sprinkle over the plums, Dot with 
the butter, Molaten edgea of lower 
crust, Roll out pastry for upper 
crust, cut a design for steam vents, 
and lay over the plums, Press 
upper and lower edges together. 
Trim off excess dough and flute 
edge as desired. Bake in a hot 
oven (460 degrees) for 12 minutes; 
then reduce heat to 325 degrees 
Fahrenheit (moderately slow) and 
bake 25 minutes longer, or until 
fruit is tender, Serve warm or 
cold, Five or six servings.

“Apricot” was formerly written 
“apricock.” This was the Old 
Mngiish form which came into 
our language from the Portu- 
guese, which, in turn borrowed 
it from the Arable, The Arabs 
had adopted the Greek word for 
it, which, contrary to the usual 
order in such cases, derived from 
the Latin! The root word is 
praecox meaning “early-ripe” and 
it was used:for the apricot be- 
cause the tree flowered early in 
the spring and was hardy. The 
same Latin word gave us “pre- 
cocious,” 

Now cultivated in all temperate 
countries, the apricot originally 
hailed from Armenia, This ex- 


plains another name the ancient

HYDE PARK, Wednesday—The 
game good neighbor policy which 
we have inaugurated in this hemi- 
sphere could and should be ex- 
tended throughout the world, 

In many cases, our people's only 
knowledge of other countries is 
gained through groups of their 
citizens who are now citizens of 
the United States, These §roups 
should help us to realize condi- 


tions and needa which #o far have 
been little understood here, and 
Which, if we want peace -in the 
world, we muat cope with, 
However, in getting this help 
from our citizena of foreign back- 
ground, we have one difficulty, 
which points up how hard it 
would be for the average citizen 
clearly to define the trend which 
he wants our foreign policy to 
follow. Just as in this country 
there are cross-currents and vari- 
ations Of opinion, so in every 
other country in the world the 
same situation exists, Therefore, 
one, finds reflected among our 
groups of fairly recent foreign ori- 
gin all the many different politi- 
cal shades that exist in their own 
countriesand these are even 
harder to grasp than our own geo- 
graphic - ae ereneee 


OUR AVERAGE CITIZEN can 
only decide, for instance, that he 
wants to help feed people in 
countries where they are hungry. 
Most of us want to feed all people, 
particularly women and children, 
regardless of the political parties 
to which they may belong. We 
feel that their political differences 
are their concern, and that our 
State Department should do the 
deciding, wherever there are 
claima and counterclaims, to 
what side we are on. 

Watching the apecial interests 
of different nations, underatand- 
ing what motivates the policy of 
thie nation or that-—thia is the 
business of the State Department. 
When they know something that 


“an 


would affect our feeling toward 
any nation or would shape our 
decision in any situation, we feel 
that it is up to the State Depart- 
ment to tell us the facts, and 
then it is up to us as citizens to 
make our opinions known, 


Because we want facts, we have 
an interest in the kind of people 
who represent us in different 
parts of the world, They are not 
only responsible for carrying out 
the orders our our State Depart- 
ment in the country where they 
are stationed, but they are ex- 
pected to know about the condl- 
tions in that country and to re- 
port on them truthfully.

OTHERWISE, neither our State 
Department nor we the people can 
make any kind of valid decisions, 
We have had some representa- 
tives who accepted what Govern- 
ment officials told them and 
never noticed anything about the 
life or the feelings of the people 
in the countries where they were 
atationed. We can have no basis 
for a sound foreign policy where 
such men or women represent us, 


No foreign policy can be static. 
It has to change as conditions 
change. We have economic inter- 
este all over the world, and often 
these are our closest ties with 
other nations, We want to see 
our interests advanced in legiti- 
mate ways, but not at the price of 
exploitation of a weaker nation 
or in a way that would create ill- 
will toward ua in the world, 


These are the basic feelings 
which I think our people have on 
our fore! gn policy.

Jaundice ls 
Not Disease, 
But Symptom

AUNDICE, a greenish-yellow 
J siscoioration of the skin and 

mucous membranes, well illus- 
trates the difference between a 
disease and the signs of symptoms 
it creates in the body, 

To say that a person is suffering 
from jauridice means little to the 
doctor, for jaundice is the char- 
acteristic symptom of widely vari- 
ous ailments. It is not a disease 
in itself. It may be present in the 
infant, in the youth or in the apne. 
and in each case it may signify a 
different disorder and demand a 
diferent treatment, 

Certain types of jaundice are 
due to destruction of large num- 
bers of red blood cells, The color- 
ing matter of these red cells is 
broken down in the body and 
transformed into the sort of pig- 
ments which color the bile, Thus 
more such pigments are formed 
than the body can get rid of and 
these produce the yellow color of 
the akin, * 


IN OTHER INSTANCES, the 
juundice is due to the fact that the 
liver ia diseased and the bile pig- 
ments get into the blood from the 
liver. In still other cases, the flow 
of bile from the liver to the in- 
testine is blocked and the bile 
pigments get into the blood. 

It is important to tell just which 
type of jaundice ia present, be- 
cause the treatment to be used 
will depend on the cause of the 
difficulty, For example, if the 
jaundice is due to blocking of the 
flow of bile, an operation is 
usually required. On the other 
hand, if the trouble is due to other 
causes, Operation would be serious 
for the patient..

CATARRHAL JAUNDICE is a 
condition affecting younger per- 
sons especially, In this condition 
there is inflammation of the liver. 
It. is probably due to an infection 
of the liver by a virus, that is, 
an organism so small that it can 
piss through the openings of a 
porcelain filter, 

Gallstone disease, with blocking 
of the bile passages, occurs chief- 
ly in middle life and in women, 

Islocking of the bile passages by 
cancer is a disorder of the elderly, 
Thus, the age of the patient may 
sometimes give a lead as to the 
cause of the jaundice. 

In about three-fourths of the 
patients with jaundice due to 
gallstones, there is pain in the 
right upper part of the abdomen. 
Th. pain usually passes into the 
beck, In about one out of 20 in- 
stances, the stones cause no pain, 
while in one out of five the pain 
may occur in other parts of the 
abdomen, If the patient has fever 
with chills, sweats, and tender- 
ness over the liver in addition to 
jaundice, he often will be found 
to have what is known as cho- 
langeitis, which is an inflamma- 
tion of the bile passages,

These Men Predict Movie Audience Reactions With Scientific Accuracy

HOLLYWOOD, Aug. 15. 


HE slap-happy town of Holly- 

wood, crowded with fortune 

tellers and religious cults deal- 
ing in prophecy, now has a new 
gang of prognosticators, These 
happy gentlemen are members of 
the organization called Audience 
Research, Inc,, and they can tell 
an anxious producer of motion 
pictures just about what he's go- 
ing to make—or lose—on his in- 
tended productions during the 
year, 


The method with which Audi- 
ence Research carry on their 
business, however, is a far cry 
from conventional hit-or-miss for- 
tune telling, With charts, dia- 
grams, statistics, actual canvassa- 
ing of habitual movie-goers and 
other methods which feave 
nothing to guesswork, the boys 
behind A.R.I, are prepared to give 
a@ producer an advance win-or-lose 
figure accurate to within 10 per 
cent, 


Thus a producer who has 
cooked up a little turkey called, 
let us say, “Parsnips of Passion,” 
with Lyle Lushmore and Ming 
Toy Schultz in the starring roles 
~—and plans to buy a new car 
and drive to Florida on the pro- 
ceeds—may be told quite frankly 
by Audience Research that he'd 
better keep his 1940 model and 
make a trip to Pomona instead, 
In other words, their charts show 
that “Parsnips of Passion” would 
still lose money if they gave it 
away, 


During the same week they may 
tell another motion picture maker 
that his intended production, per- 
haps titled “Love Among the Arti- 
chokes," will make him enough 
money to allow him to keep at 
least 25 of his wife's relatives on 
the studio pay roll indefinitely. 
The difference between the two in- 
tended pictures—both budgeted ap- 
proximately at the same figure—is 
in the titles, Artichokes are 
popular with movie customers. 
And they hate parsnips. 


Of course this is purely hypo- 
thetical, As far as. we know, 
parsnips may sell at the box-office 
like hot cakes while artichokes 
would keep the customers away 
in droves, What we are driving at 
is audience penetration as far as 
a title is concerned, 


For the Audience Research boys 
start right off by asking a lot of 
people about titles, Taking a cross 
section of established movie-goers, 
they inquire as to the what they 
call “Want-to-See” and “Don't- 
Want-to-See” titles. They come 
prepared with a list of possible 
titles submitted by the studio, and 
by a process of elimination return 
with the one moat likely to suc- 
ceed ‘in pulling the oustomers : in. 
If none of the submitted titles 
have enough puping power, the

Audience Research contends— 
and the movie makers agree-— 
that the title situation is all im- 
portant, A great number of the 
cinema customers hit the line at 
the box-office after looking up at 
the marquee and seeing the title 
without expressing the faintest 
desire to find out what names are 
behind the title. The rest of the 
customers want to know who 
they're. going to see, Not what. 
But a combination of a good title 
and “want-to-see” names is al- 
most sure fire, 


After they have compiled their 
want-to-see figures on titles and 
players, Audience Research select 
an ever 100 people from what in 
popularly described as “all walks 
of life” and invites them to an 
actual preview, These 100 guinea 
pigs of public opinion are herded 
into a projection room and 
handed, instead of sacks of pea- 
nuts or cracker jacks, an elabo- 
rate gadget which is operated by 
two push buttons—one for inter- 
eat and the other for disinterest. 
From the moment the main title 
is flashed on the screen until the 
final clinch has been run off, the 
members of the preview audience 
are asked to push away at the 
buttons. Up in the _ projection 
booth, an Audience Research man 
works another machine which 
synchronizes the hand-made im- 
pulses with the actual film, 


Thus, while our mythical Ming

exactly where his picture lags and 
where it la good, With some amart 
cutting—and perhaps a few added 
scenes—he can bring it back to 
an A.R.I. preview court and have 
it show enough on the interest 
side to guarantee its making a 
fair profit. 


Aside from telling a producer 
how much an audience is going 
to like or dislike his picture, the 
advance preview as conducted by 
Audience Research, helps in the 
final highly-complicated figuring 
done by A.R.I, which foretella the 
producer a pretty close figure on 
now the box-office receipts will 
turn out. Thus, a movie-maker 
whose audience reaction chart has 
shown a high percentage of want- 
to-see can go all out on his adver- 
tising and exploitation budget. If 
interest shows a lag, he can either 
cut his campaign to make ends 
meet or take an entirely different 
tack on the method of advertising 
the picture, 

Audience Research charts show, 
among other things, that audiences 
do not Hke narration over action 
in pictures nor do they particu- 
larly like a scene setting by way 
of narration. After-preview quesn- 
tionnalres on such sequences show 
that over-scene dialogue tends to 
confuse the average mind rather 
than help,

The charts show a similar pat- 
tern on the “flashback” technique 
of story telling.

advance preview, This picture ia 
now doing what is commonly de- 
scribed by the movie-makers as 
“amash” business around the coun- 
try—-which means that it is at 
least holding its own at the box 
office, 


Biggest problem the Audience 
Research men have to deal with is 
comedy. No matter how scream- 
ingly funny a picture may be, it 
rarely gets more than a series of 
slight chuckles when unwound in 
a “cold” projection room with a 
comparatively small audience of 
100, 

“A producer sitting In the back 
of a projection room during auch a 
showing is often ready to toss his 
film in the wastebasket and com- 
mit suicide by the time hia picture, 
which, he is eertain, would even 
cause howls of laughter if shown 
in the condemned row at San 
Quentin, unwinds before a politely 
cold audience, 


He is only brought back to nor- 
mal after an Audienas Research 
representative hag torn the chart 
off of the machine and shown*him 
the series of zig-zag lines on the 
want-to-wee side of the teating 
gadget which has been synchro- 
nized with the comedy situations 
in the picture, 

As thé Hollywood representa- 
tives of the push-button organiza- 
tion puts it:

partridges is a covey; a covey of police is a squad; a squad of 
editors is a staff; a staff of salesmen is a crew.” 
! And with these sixteen synonyms he hasn't yet exhausted 
the words employed to denote the idea of a group, crowd, 
gathering, company, assemblage, association, congregation, co)- 
lection or band,
